E ffective February 15 Administra­ 
tor Peden put into practice the ruling 
on the distribution of wheat flour to 
farmers, which replaces the fifty-fifty 
plan and does not work a hardship 
upon farm ers already having wheat 
flour substitutes on hand. 
It has be­ 
com e necessary to m ake this modifi­ 
cation of the ruling m ade by Washing­ 
ton in order that the farm er who is 
now em barking on his 1918 year of 
production will not begin discouraged 
by a program which did not take into 
account originally the fact that he had 
substitutes on hand. 
A dm inistrator 
Peden has received 
comm unicat Ions from 
all 
over 
the 
State indicating that the plan of fifty- 
fifty for distribution of wheat flour 
would work an extrem e hardship upon 
the 
farmer. 
Many 
m essages 
have 
passed between his headquarters and 
the national headquarters on the sub­ 
ject. 
The ruling as it now stands and ap­ 
plies to farm ers of Texas is as fol­ 
lows : 
Present Rule W o rk s Hardship. 
Realizing that the 
rule 
requiring 
that consum ers who buy wheat flour 
shall at the s a m e time buy an equal 
num ber of pounds of specified substi­ 
tutes works a serious 
hardship on 
those farm ers who have an ample sup­ 
ply 
of 
hom egrow n substitutes, and 
that many farmers have grown these 
substitutes upon the urgent request of 
the government, the following modifi­ 
cation of t h e r d e in its application to 
farm ers is hereby authorized, effective 
F ebruary 15: 
R etailers may sell to their farmer 
trade 7o per cent of their normal re- 
quirem ents of w heat flour without sub­ 
stitutes, provided the farm er furnishes 
the retailer a w ritten statem ent that 
he has on hand an adequate supply of 
home-grown substitutes, showing ap­ 
proxim ate quantities. 
This is the only exception made to 
the pound for pound rule, aud applies 
only to the fan ner having on hand his 
home-grown siibst it ut es. 
However, a farm er or other 
con­ 
sum er must not purchase or use over 
70 p er c<*nt of bm normal requirements 
of wheat flour each month. 
Dealer Must Explain Rule. 
If in February, 1917, he consumed 
IOO pounds of w heat flour. in Feb­ 
ruary, 1918, he must not consume over 


7 0 pounds. 
If in March. 1917. he consumed IOO 
pounds, in March. 1918, he must not 
consum e over 70 pounds. 
lf in April, 1917, he consumed IOO 
pounds, in April, 1918, h€ must not 
consum e over 70 pounds, and so on, 
month by month. 
T he retailer in selling the consumer 
must explain this rule and assure him­ 
self that it is being strictly lived up to. 
It is desired and strongly urged that 
the retailer confine his sales of wheat 
flour to his regular established trade 
and not seek new customers. 
Unless 
the retailer 
pursues this course he 
will later find that he is unable to se­ 
cure a sufficient supply of wheat flour 
to take care of his tegular customers, 
as a retailer can only buy and dis­ 
tribute 70 per cent of his normal sup­ 
ply,

Notice has been served by th*1 I Jilt­ 
ed States governm ent upon M. J. G a r 
cia of Brownsville. Texas, a whole­ 
sale grocer, that his United Stater 
Food 
Administration 
L icense 
No. 
G-142H9 has been revoked. 
The revocation of this license is the 
first to take place under the jurisdic­ 
tion of Food Administrator Peden. 
It 
is regarded as an example of quick 
and effectual decision, unhampered by 
long court proceedings; and an illus­ 
tration of what. will befall the dealers 
or licensees who attem p t to conduct 
their business along lines not author­ 
ized by the federal food law. 
Garcia had a large wholesale busi­ 
ness in Brownsville, and also a store 
in Matamoros. 
It was discovered upon 
investigation made by the departm ent 
of justice that he had exported to Mex­ 
ico large quantities of sugar and lard, 
as well as other commodities, without 
obtaining the export license, and in 
violation of the federal Biod law. Gar­ 
cia fled to Mexico w hen he I ariled 
th a t the federal governm ent haft is­ 
sued w arrant for his a rre st; and the 
hearing of the case occ urred in Hous­ 
ton 
before 
special exam iner. Judge 
Hem;. J. Dannenbaum. without the de­ 
fendant being present. 
The proceed 
in ga in the case were hold on January 
5. 
Five days later, on Ja n u a ry IO, the 
legal division of the United States 
Food Administration passed upon the 
case and approved the recom m enda­ 
tions of the federal food adm inistrator, 
tiu*t G arcia’s license Im revoked. 
Disposition of Stock. 
lh ihe1 case of Garcia the stock on 
ha#cl is placed in the hands of a re­ 
ceiver and tho m erchandise is sold. 
A tter the liabilities of the firm ar* 
settled th e amount left is turned over 
lo (he owner of the closed business, 
or those who act as his representa­ 
tives. 
Garcia is said to have disposed 
largely of his wholesale stock before 
going to Mexico. 
So long as the Unit­

Garcia may not engage in the sam** 
line or business, unless his applica­ 
tion for another license is granted.

to fulfill the obligation of the jobber 
Schultz

Lett er From Headquarters. 


In the letter to Schultz, a c q u a in ts 
him with the decision of the admin 
istration, he has been w ritten as fol­ 
lows: 
“ From the evidence submitted by 
you in confection with the black lit3* 
order issued by me, cutting off your 
source of supplies. I am of the opinion 
that, to a large extent, you were led 
into violating the rules and regula 
lions of the United States Food Ad­ 
m inistration by persons who, in th* 
course of their business, should have 
kept you informed as to the rules and 
regulations. 
“However, I also find that you did 
violate the rules and regulations of 
the United States Food A dm inistra 
lion after receipt of definite instruc­ 
tions from me, but such

might have occurred without your per 
sonai knowledge. 
“ In view of the good recom m enda­ 
tions as to your standing and service 
in your community, furnished by 
triet judgt of the State of T>xas, alan-" 
by other prom inent citizen^, I hav* 
decided to suspend the cutting off of 
your supplies on the following cond!

“On all sales of sugar and flour for 
which you received or will receive 
paym ent after Jan u ary I. 1918, you 
will get back from the people to whom 
you sold this sugar and flour their 
surplus supplies.
